| and: Rarities in Nature ; and ſome of Arr, as 
- their Baskets, Weapons, Aprons, &c. Wedealt 
. with *em with Beads of all Colours, Knives, 
Aues, Pins and Needles ; which they us'd only 
as Tools to drill H»les with: in their Ears, No- 
Jts and Lips, where they hang a great many lit- 
tle things; as long Beads, bits of Tin, Braſs of 
Silver. beat thin ; and any ſhining Trinket; 
"The Beads they weave into Aprons about a Quar- 
ter of an Ell long, and of the ſame breadth 
working them very prettily in Flowers of ſeve- 
ral Colours of Beads ; which Apron they wear 
he before *'em, as Adam and Eve did the Fig 
eaves; the Men wearing a long ſtripe of Linen, 
which they deal with us for. They thread _ 
"theſe Beads alſo on long Cotton TIOns, and 
make Girdles to tie their Apron which 
come twenty times, or more, <oR = Waſte, 
and rhen croſs, like a Shoulder: belr, both ways. 
and round their Necks, Arms and Legs. This 
Adornment, with their long black Hair, and the 
' Face painted in little Specks or Flowers here 
 atid there, makes 'em a wondertul Figure to be- 
hold, Some of the Beauties which indeed are 
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finely tha d, 3s anoft all: are; and who hav 
pretty F eatures, are. very charming and novel '; 
tor they have all that is called Beauty, except 
the Colour, which is'a reddiſh Yellow , . or at. 
ter a new Oiling, which they often uſe to them- 
{elves, they are of the colour of-a new Brick, 
but ſmooth. ſoft and ſleek. They are extreme - 
modeſt and baſhful, very ſhy, and-nice of being 
touch'd.. And though they are all thus naked, 
if one lives for ever among *em, there 1s not to 
be ſeen an indecent Action, or Glance ; and be- 
ing continually us'd to ſee one another ſo. una- 
dorn a, fo like our firſt Parents before the Fatt, 
ir ſeems as if they had no Wiſhes ; there being 
nothing to heighren Curionty ;. bur all you Can 
ite, you ſee at once, and every moment Jee , 
and where there is no. Novelty, there can be 
no Curiohty. Not but I have ſeen a handſom 
young Indian, dying for Love of a very heauti- 
- tul young Indian Maid ; but all his Courtſhip 
was, to told his Arms, purſue her with his 
Eyes, and dighs were all his Language : While 
ſhe, as if no iuch Lover were preſent, or rather, 
as if the detired none ſuch, carefully guarded 
her Eyes irom benolding him ; and never ap- 
proach'd him, bur ſhe look'd down with all the 
bluſkin g 1 modeſty | have ſeen in the moſt ſevere 
and cautious of our World. And theſe People 
roprel ſented tro me an abſolute Idea of the firſt 
&iate of-] Innocence, before Man knew how to 
ir - And 'tis moſt evident and plain, that fim- 
Dlc Nature is the moſt harmleſs, inoftenſive 
3nd vertuous iilrels.

"Thoſe on that Continent where I was, had 
no King; but the oldeſt War: Caprain was obey d 
with great Reſignation. | 

A War-Captain is a May who has led them 
on to Battle with ConduQ and Succeſs; of whom 
[ ſhall have occafion to ſpeak more | hereafter, 
and "of ſome other of their Cuſtoms and Man- 

-as they fall in my way. 

With thele People, as I Jaid, we live in per- 
feet A PEEe and good Underſtanding, 2$ 
t behoyes us to do ; they knowing all the plas 
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ces where to ſeek the beſt Food of the Countrey, 
and the means of petting ir ; and for very ſmall 
and unyaluable Trifles, ſupply us with-what tis 
impoſſible for us to-get z for they do not only 
in the Wood, and over the Sevane's, in Himting, 
ſupply the parts of Hounds, by ſwiftly ſcouring 
through thoſe almoſt impaſſable places, and by 
the meer Attivity of their Feet, run down the 
nmbleſt Deer, and other eatable Beaſts : But 
in the Water, one wou'd think they were Gods 
of the Rivers, or Fellow-Citizens of the Deep ; 
ſo rare an Arr they have in Swimming, Diving, 
and almoſt Living in Water ; by which they 
command the leſs ſwitt Inhabitants of- the 
Floods, And then for Shooting; what they can- 
not take, or reach with ' their Hands, they do 
with Arrows ; and have ſo admirable an Aim, 
that they will ſplit almoſt an Hair ; and at any 
diſtance that an Arrow can reach, thuy-will 
{hoot down Oranges, and other Fruit, and only 
touch the Stalk with the: Dart's Point, that 
they may not hurt the Fruit. So that they be- 
ing, on all occaſions, very uſeful to us, we find 
it abſolutely nece{dary to careſs *em as Friends, 
and not to treat 'em as Slaves ; nor dare we do ' 
other, their Numbers ſo far ſurpaſſing ours in 
that Continent. 4 

Thoſe then whom we make uſe of to work 
in our Plantations of Sugar, are Negro's, Black- 
Slaves altogether ; which are tranſported -thi-

-. was one of thoſe places in which-they found 

-. the moſt advantageous Trading for theſe Slaves, 
'. and thither moſt: of our great Traders in that 
Merchandiſe traffick'd ; for that Nation'is very 
war-like and brave; ' and having a "continual 
Campaign, being always in Hoſtility with one 
neighbouring Prince or. other; they had the for- 
tune to take a greatmany'Eaptives ; for all they 
took in Battle were fold as Slaves; at leaſt, 
thoſe common Men who cou'd not ranſom them- 
ſelves. Of theſe Slaves ſo taken, the General only 
has all the Profit; and of theſe Generals our Cap. 
tains and Maſters of Ships buy all their Freights. 
"The King of Coramantien was himſelt a Man 
of an-Hundred and odd Years old, and had no 
Son, though he had many beautiful Black Wives, 
tor moſt certainly, there are Beauties that can 
charm of that Colour. In his younger years he 
had had many gallant Men to his Sons, thirteen 
of which died in Battle, conquering when they - 
11; and he had only left him for his Succeflor, 
one Grand-Child, Son to one of theſe dead Vic- 
tors; who. as ſoon as he could bear a Bow” in 
_ his Hand, and a Quiver at his back, was lent. 
to the Field, to be train'd up, by one of the 
| RO oldeſt 
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oldeſt Generals, to War ; where, from. his na- 

tuigl. Indination to Arms, and the Occafions 
given him, with the. pood Condu&t of the old 
Genezal, he became, at. the age of Seventeen, 

one of the moſt expert Captains, and braveſt 
Soidiers, that ever ſaw the Field of Mars : So 
that he was ador'd as the Wonder. of all that 
World, and the Darling of the Soldiers. Be: 
fides, he was adorn'd- with a native Beauty ſo 
tranſcending all thoſe of his gloomy Race, that 
he ſtruck on Awe and Reverence, even-into thoſe 
that knew not his Quality ; -as he did i1to me, 
who beheld him with Surprize and Wonder, 
when afterwards he arriv'd in our World. 

He had ſcarce arriv'd at his Seyenteenth Year, 
when, fighting by his fide, rhe General was 
k1lld with an Arrow 1nhis Eye, which the Prince 
Oroonoko ( tor 10 was this gallant Moor call'd) 
very narrowly avoided ; nor had he, if the Ge- 
necal. who 1a the Arrow ſhot, and percerving 
it aim'd at the Prince, had not bow'd his Head 
between, on purpoſe to receive it in his own Bo- | 
dy. rather than it f hou'd touch that of the Prince, 
and ſo ſaved him. 

'Twas then, afflicted as Oroonoks was, that 
he was proclaim'd General in the Old Man's 

place ; and then it was, at the hniſhing of that

' *T have often ſeen and convers'd 'with this 

Great Man, and been a Witneſs to many of his 
mighty AQtions; and do aſſure my Reader, the 
moſt illuſtrious Courts: cou'd not have produc'd 
2 braver Man, ' voth for -greatneſs -of Courage 
and Mind, a Judgment more ſolid, a' Wit more 
quick, and a Converſation more {weet and dt- 
verting. He knew almoſt as much as if he had 
read much ; He had heard. of, and admird the 
Romans ; he had heard'of the late Civil Wars 
in England, and the deplorable:Death of our 
great Monarch; and wou'd diſcourſe of it with 
all the Senſe and Abhorrence of the Injuſtice im: - 
aginable. He had an extreme good and grace- 
W ful Mien, and all: the Civility of a _welEbred 
= Great Man. He had nothing of Barbarity in 
Wl his Nate, but iu all Poims addrelg hin 
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T0 OROONOKO:; Or, 
as if his Education had been in ſome Eu+opearn 
Court. 
This great and juſt CharaQter of Oroonoko 
gave me an extreme Curiofity to ſee him, eſpe- 
cially when I knew he ſpoke French and Enghſh, 
and that I covld talk with hin. But though 1 
had heard fo much of him, I was as greatly fur- 
priz'd. when I ſaw him, a$S:f I had heard no- 
thing of him; ſo beyond all Report I found J 
him. He came into .the Room, and addreſsd © 
himſelf to me, and ſome other Women, with 
the beſt Grace in the World. He was pretty 
tall, but of a ſhape the moſt exact that can be 
fanſy'd : The moſt tamous Statuary cou'd not 
form the figure of a Man more admirably turn'd 
from Head to, Foot. His Face was not of that 
brown, ruſty Black which moſt of that Nation 
are, but a perfe& Ebony, or poliſh'd Jett. His 


Eyes were moſt awful that cou'd be ſeen, and 


very piercing, the White of 'em being liKE Show, 
as were his Teeth. His Noſe was rifing and 
Roman, inſtead of African and flat. His Mouth 
the fineſt ſhap'd that cou'd be ſeen ; far from 
thoſe great turn'd Lips, which are ſo natural to 
the reſt of the Negroes. The whole Proportion 
and Air of his Face was ſo noble, and exactly 
form'd, that, bating his Colour, there cou'd be 


* nothing in: Nature more beautiful, agreeable 


and handſome. There was no one Grace wan- 
ting, that bears the Standard of true Beauty. 
His Hair came down to his Shoulders, by the 
aids of Art; which was, by pulling it out with 
a Quill, and keeping it comb'd ; of which he 
took particular care.

- And 
Mr. Tre fry, who defign'd it, dy*d before he 
began it, and bemoan'd himſelf Ge not having 
undertook it in time. 

For the future therefore, I muſt call Oroo- 
noko, Ceſar; tince by that Name only he was 
known in our Weſtern World, and "by that 
Name he was receiv'd on Shore at Parham- 
Houſe, where he was deſtin'd a Slave. But if 
the King himſelf ( God bleſs him) had come 
a-ſhore, there cowu'd not have been greater 
ExpeQarion by all the whole Plantation, and 
thoſe neighbouring ones , than was on ours at 
that time; and he was receiv'd more ilke a 
Governor, than a Slave. Notwithſtanding, as 
the Cuſtom was, they aſſign d him his porrion 
of Land, his Houſe, and his Buſineſs, up in the 
Planrarion. Bur as it was more for Form, than 
any Dcfign, to put'him to his Task, he endurd 
no more of the Slave but the Name, and re- 
main'd ſome Days in the Houſe, receiving all 
Viſits that were made him, without [t1rring 
rowards that part of the Plantation where the 
Negroes were. 

At laſt, he wou'd needs go view his Land, 
his Ho uſe, and the Buſineſs aſtign'd him. But 
ie 10 fooner came to the Houſes of the Slaves, 
ks Ire like a little Town by it felt, the Ne- 


g£rces 4il having left Work, 8 they all came 
torth 
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forth to behold him. and found he was that 

Prince who had, at ſeveral times, ſold moſt of 
*em to theſe parts; and, from a Veneration they 

Pay to great Men , eſpecially it they know *em, 
- and from the Surprize and Awe they had at the 
fight of him, they allcaſt themſelves at his Feet, 
crying out, -in their Language, Live, O King! 

Long live, O King! And kifting his Feet, paid 

him even Divine Homage. 

Several Engliſh Gentlemen were with him 
and what Mr. 7 refry had told *em, was here 

- confirm'd ; of which he himſelf before had no 
other Witneſs than Ceſar himſelf: But he wis 
infinitely glad to find his Grandure confirm'd 
by the Adoration of all the Slaves. 

Ceſar . troubPd with their Over-Joy, and. 
Over: Ceremony, beſought 'em to riſe, and to' 
receive him as their Fellow-Slave ; afluring 
them , he was no better. At which they ſet 
up with one Accord a moſt terrible and hidi- 
ous Mourning and Condoling. which he and 
the Eng/1/h had much a-do to appeale ; but at- 
laſt they prevail'd with *em, and they prepar'd 
all their barbarous Muſick, and every one killd* 

- -gud dreſs'd ſomerhing of his own Stock ( for 
every Family has their Land a-part, on which, 
at their leiſure-times, they - breed all earable 
things; and clubbing it together, made a moſt 
magnificent Supper, inviting their Grande Cap- 
tain, their Prince, . to honour it with his Pre: 
ſence: Which he did. and ſeveral Eng/1h with 
him; "where they all waited on him, ſome play- 

- Ing, others dancing before him all the time, ac- 
cording to the Manners of their ſeveral Nations; 
and with unwearied Induſtry, endeavouring wy 
pleaſe and delight him, D3 While 
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While they fat at Meat, Mr. Trefs y told Cz- 
far, that moſt of theſe yonng Slaves were uns 
done in Love, with a fine She $/2ve, whom 
they had had abour Six Months on their Land ; 
the P Prince, who never heard the Name of Love 
without a Sigh, nor any mention of it without 
the © mOuy of examining further into that 
tale, which of all Diſcourſes was molt agree- 
able to him, asked, how they came to be ſo 
Unhappy, 45 to be all Undone for one fair 
Slave ? Trefry, who was naturally Amorous, 
and lov'd to "ralk of Love as well as any body. 
proceeded to tell him, they had the as (i charm- 

ing B/2ck that ever was beheld on their Plenta- 
7707, about fifteen or fixteen Years od. as he 
onels'd; that, for his part, he had done nothin: I

Ar other times he wou'd go a Fiſhing ; and 
diſcourfing on that Diverhion, he found we had 
in that Countrey a very ſtrange Fiſh, call'd a 
Numb Eel (an Eel of which I have eaten) that

ncowd loſe his Force at the touch of a Fiſh, 
nd cor'd+not underſtand that Philoſophy, thar

| ever; he had a great Curiofity to try whethet , 
| it wou'd have the ſame eftect on him it had of 
others, and often try'd, but in vain : at lafti 
the ſought-for Fiſh came to the Bair, as he ſtood 
Angling on the Bank ; and inſtead of throwing 
away the Rod. or giving it a ſudden twitch our 
of the Water, whereby he might have caught 
both the Ee/, and have diſmis'd the Rod, before 
it cou'd have too much power over him ; for 
Expertment-ſake, he graip'd if but the harder, 
and fainting fell into the River ; and being ſtill

they found they had much a-doe to bring him 
back to life ; but at laſt they did, and brought 
s him home, -where he was in, a tew hours well 
W xccoverd and refreſhi'd, <4 not 4 little aſham'd

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to find he ſhou'd be overcome by an Ee/, and that 
all the People, who heard his Deftance, wou'd 
laugh at him.

Fears, about ſome Diſputes the Ezmg/;/h had 
with the Ind:ars ; 1o that we cou'd ſcarce truſt 
our ſelves, without great Numbers, to go to 
any Indian Towns or Place where they a- 
bode. for tear they ſhou'd fall upon us, as they 
did immediately after my coming away ; and 
that it was in the pofleſſion of tHe Dutch, who 
us'd them nor ſo civilly as the Emg//h ; 1o that 
they cut in pieces all they cou'd take, getting 
into Houſes, and hanging up the Mother, and 
all her Children about her; and cut a Foot- 
man, I left behind me, all in Joints, and nail'd 
him to Trees. 

This Feud began while I was there; 1o that | 
I loft halt the Satisfaction I propos'd, in not I 
{ecing and viſiting the Indian Towns. But one 
day, bemoaning of our Misfortunes upon this 
account, Ceſar told us, we need nor fear, for 
if we had a mind to go, he . wow'd undertake 
to be our Guard. Some wou'd, but molt wou'd 
not venture: about Eighteen of us reſolv'd, and 
took Barge ; and atter eight days, arriv'd near 
an Indian Town : But approaching it, the 
Hearts of ſome of our Company ftail'd , and 
they wou'd not venture on Shore; 1o we PollI'd 
who wou'd,, and who wou'd not. For my 
part, I ſaid, If Cz/ar wou'd, I wou'd go, He

ceſoly'd; ſo did my Brother, .and my Woman, 
2 Maid of good Courage. Now, none of us 
ſpeaking the Language of the People, and ima- 
- .gining we ſhou'd have a half Diverſion in Ga- 
* Zing only.;. and not knowing what they ſaid, 
we took 2 Fiſherman that liv'd at the mouth of 
the River, who had been a long Inhabitant there, 
and oblig'd him to go with us: But becauſe he 
was known to the Indens, as trading among *em, 
and being, by long living there, becomea perfect 
in Indian Colour, we, who refolv'd to ſurprize 
 .*em, by making them ſee ſomething they never 
\ had ſen, (thatis, White People)refolv'd only my 
* {$fIf, my Brother and Women ſhouv'd go, fo Ce- 
_ far, the Fiſherman, and the reſt, nding behind 
ſome thick Reeds and” Flowers that grew on 
the Banks, let us paſs on towards the Town, 
which was on the Bank of the River all along. 
A little diſtant from the Houſes, or Huts, we 
ſaw ſome Dancing, others buſy'd in fetching 
and carrying of Water from the River : They 
had no ſooner ſpy'd us, but they ſet-up a loud 
Cry, that frighted us at firſt; we thought it had 
been for thoſe that ſhould kill us, but it ſeems 
it was of Wonder and Amazment. . They were 
all Naked; and we were Dreſs'd. fo as is moſt 
commodse for the hot Countries, very glittering 
and Rich; ſo that we appeard extremely fine, 
my own Hair was cut ſhort, and I hada Tat: 
faty Cap, with Black Feathers, on my Head 
my. Brother was in a Staft Sute, with Siver 
Loops and Buttons, and abundance of Green 
Ribbon. This was all infinitely ſurprifing to 
them; and becauſe we faw them ſand (till till 
we approach'd 'em, we took heart and ad- 

a 4 _ yancy 
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vancd, came up to 'em, and offerd *em our 
Hands; which they took, and look'd on us round 
abour, calling ſtill tor more Company ; who 


came ſwarming out, all wondering, and cry- 


ing our Tepeeme ; taking their Hair up in their 
Hands, and ſpeading it wide to thoſe they 
call'd out to; as if they wow'd fay (as indeed 
it tignify'd ) Numberleſs Wonders, or not to be 
recounted, no more than to number the Hair 
of their Heads. By degrees they grew ' more 
bold, and from gazing upon us round , they 
touch'd us, laying their Hands upon all the 
Features of our Faces, feeling our Breafts and 


Arms, taking up one Perticoat, then wonder- . 
ing to ſee another ; admiring our Shooes and 


Stockings, but more our Garters, which we 
gave *em, and they ty'd abour their Legs, be- 
ing lac'd with Silver Lace at the ends; for they 
much eſteem any ſhining things : In fine, we 
Tutter'd *em to ſurvey us as they pleas'd, and 
we thought they wou'd never have done ad- 
miring us. When Cz/ar, and the reſt, ſaw we 
were receiv'd with ſuch wonder, they came 
up to us; and fnding the Ind:an Frader whom 
they knew. for 'tis by theſe Fiſhermen. call'd 
Indian Traders, we hold a Commerce with *em; 
for they love not to go far from home, and we 
never go to them ; ) when they law him there- 
fore, they ſer up a new Joy, and cry'd in their 
language, Ob! here's our Tiguamy. and we ſhall 
now know whether thoſe things can ſpeak © So ad- 
vancing to him, ſume of 'em gave *em their 
Hands, and cry'd, Amora Tiguamy ;, which is as 
much as, How do you; or, Welcome Friend: and all, 
with one din, beganto gabble to him, and ask'd, it 

we 
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| we had Senſe and Wit? Ifwe could talk of Affairs. 
of Life and War, as they could do? If we cou'd 
Hunt, Swim, anddoa thouſand things they uſe?, 
He anfwer'd *em, We cou'd. Then they invited 
us into_ their Houſes, and -dre{&'d Veniſon and 
Buffelo for us; and,:going out;. gather'd a Leaf 
of a Tree, calld a Sarumbo Leaf, of fix Yards 
long; .and ſpread it on the ground for a Table- 
Cloath; and cutting another in pieces, inſtead of 
Plates, ſetting us on little bow Ind:an Stools, 
which they cut out of one entire picce of Wood, 
and paint in a fort of Japan-work : They 
ſerve every. one their Meſs on thele pieces of 
Leaves; and it was very good, but too high 
ſealon'd with Pepper. When we had eat, my 
Brother and 1 took out our Flutes, and play'd 
to 'em, which- gave *em new Wonder ; and I 
ſoon perciev'd, by an Admiration that 1s na- 
tural to theſe People, and by the extreme Ig- 
norance and Simplicity of 'em, it were not dit- 
ficult to eſtabliſh any unknown or extravagant 
Religion among them, and to impoſe any No- 
tions or Fictions upon *em. For ſeeing a Kinſ 
man of mine ſet ſome Paper a fire with a Burn- 
ing-glaſs, a Trick they had never before ſeen, 
they were like to have ador'd him from a God. 
and begg'd he wou'd give 'em the CharaQers 
or Figures of his Name, that they might op- 
poſe it againſt Winds and Storms: which he 
did, and they held ir up in thoſe Seaſons, and 
tancy'd it had a Charm to conquer them, and 
kept it like a holy Relique. They are very 
Quperſtitious, and call'd him the Great Peere, 
that is, Propher. They ſhew'd us their 12:77 
Peete, a Youth of about Sixteen Years old, as 
ory nn Dy Done 
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handſom as Nature cou'd make a Man. They 
conſecrate a beautiful Youth from his Infancy, 
and all Arts are uſed to compleat him in the hi- 
neſt manner, both in Beauty and Shape :. He 
is bred to all the little Arts and Cunning they 
are capable of; to all the Legerdemain Tricks, 
and Slight of Hand, whereby he impoſes upon 
the Rabble ; and is both a DoQor in Phytick 
and Divinity: And by theſe Tricks makes the 
Sick believe he ſometimes eaſes their Pains, by 
drawing from the atllicted part little Serpents, 
or odd Flies, or Worms, or any ſtrange thing ; 
and though they have beſides undoubred good 
Remedies for almoſt all their Diſeaſes, they 
cure the Patient more by Fancy than by Me- 
dicines ; and make themſelves Feared, Lov- 
ed, and Reverenced. This young Peeze had a 
very young Wife, who lecing my Brother kiſs 
her, came running and kifS'd me : Aﬀter this 
they kils'd one another, and make 1t a very 
great Jeit, ir being ſo novel; and new Admi- 
ration and Laughing went round the Mul- 
titude, that they never will forget that Cere- 
mony. never before us'd or known. Cz/ar had 
2 mind to ſee and talk with their War-Cap- 
zains, and we were conducted to one of their 
Houtes ; where we beheld ſeveral of the great 
Captains, who had been at Council : But fo 
trightful a Viſion It was to ſee *em, no Fancy 
can create; no ſad Dreams can repreſent ſo 
areadtul a Spectacle. For my part, 1 took *em 
tor Hobgoblins, or Fiends, rather than Men: 
but however their Shapes appear'd. their Souls 
wery very Humane and Noble ; but ſome wan- 
ted their Noſes, ſome their Lips, ſome both 
Noſes 
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Noſts and Lips, fome #heir Ears, and others 
cut through each. Cheek , with long Slaſhes, 
through which their Teeth appear'd: they had 
other ſeveral formidable Wounds - and Scars, 
or rather Diſmembrings : they had Comtig's, 
or- little Aprons before 'em ; and Girdles of 
Cotton, © with their Knives naked ſtuck in it; 
2.Bow at their Backs, and a Quiver of Arrows 
on their Thighs ; and moſt had Feathers on 
[their Heads of divers Colours. They try'd 
Amora Tigame to us, at our entrance, and were 
pleas'd we ſaid as much to them: They ſeated 
us, and gave us Drink of the beſt ſort, and won- 
der'd-as much as the others. had done before, 
to ſee us. Cz/ar was marvelling as much at 
their Faces, wondring how they ſhou'd all 
be ſo - wounded in War; he was impatient to 
know how they all came by thoſe trightful 
Marks of Rage or Malice, rather than Wounds 
got in noble Batrel : They rold us, by our In- 
terpreter, That when any War was waging, 
two Men, choſen out by ſome old Caprazz whoſe 
Fighting was paſt, and who cou'd only. teach 
the Theory ot War, theſe two Men were to 
ſtand in Competition for the Generalſhip, or 
Great-War-Captain ; and being brought before 
the old Judges, now paſt Labour, they are ask'd, 
What they dare do, to ſhew they are worthy to 
lead an Army? When he who is firſt ask'd, 
' making no Reply, cuts oft his Noſe, and throws 
it contemptibly on the Ground; and the other 
does ſomething to himfelt that he thinks fſur- 
ps him, and perhaps deprives himſelf of 
ps and an Eye, 1o they Slath on till one gives 
out, and-many have dy'd in this Debate. And 
7 agg EO & RE | Wy it's 
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it's by a paſſive Valour they ſhew and prove 
their Activity; a ſort of Courage too Brutal to 
be applauded by our Blzck Hero, nevertheleſs, 
he expreſs'd his Eſteem of *em. 

In this Voyage Cz/ar begot ſo good an under- 
ſtanding between the Indians and the Enghfh, 
that there were no more Fears or Heart-burnings 
during our ſtay, but we had a perfeQ, open, 
and free Trade with 'em. Many things remar- 
kable, and worthy reciting, we met with in this 
ſhort Voyage ; becauſe Ce/ar made it his bufl- 
neſs to ſearch out and provide for our Entertain- 
ment. eſpecially to pleaſe his dearly ador'd Ino- 
znda, who was a Sharer in all our Adventures ; 
we being reſclv'd to make her Chains as eafte 
as we cou'd, and to Complement the Prince in 
that manner that moſt oblig'd him. 

As we were coming up again, we met with 
ſome Indians of ſtrange Aſpects ; that is, of a 
larger Size, and other fort of Features, than 
thoſe of our Countrey : Our Ind:an Slaves. that . 
row'd us, ask'd 'em ſome Queitions; bat they 
cou'd not underſtand us, but ſhew'd us a long 
Cotton ſtring, with ſeveral Knots on it, and 
told us, they had been coming from the Moun- 
t1ins ſo many Moons as there were Knots ; they 


' were habited in Skins of a ſtrange Beaſt, and 
brought along with *em Bags of Gold Duſt; 


which, as well as they cou'd give us to under- 
ſtand, came ſtreaming in little ſmall Chanels 
down the high Mountains, when the Rains tell ; 
and offer'd to be the Convoy to any Body, or 
Perſons, that wou'd go to the Mountains. We 
carry'd th:ſe Men up to Parham, where they 
were kept till the Loxd-Governor came : And by 

Caule 
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cauſe all the Country was mad to be going on 
this Golden Adventure, the Governor, by his 
Letters, commanded (for they ſent ſome of the 
Gold to him ) that a Guard ſhou'd be ſet at the 
.mouth of the River of Amazons (a River ſo 
call'd, almoſt as broad as the River of Thames) 
and prohibited all People from going up that 
River, it conduQting to thoſe Mountains of Gold. 
Bur we going off tor Eng/and before the Proje&t 
was further proſecuted, and the Governor being 
drown'd in.a Hurricane, either the Defign dy'd, 
Or the Dutch haye the Advantage of it : And tis 
to be bemoan'd what His Majeſty loſt, by loſing 
that part of America. 
__ Though this Digreſſion is a Little from my 
Dtory ; however, fince it contains ſome Proofs 
of the Curioſity and Daring of this Great Man, 
[I was content to omit nothing of his CharaCter. 
It was thus for ſome time we diverted him ; 
but now I0:7da began to ihew ſhe was with 
Child, and did nothing but high and weep tor 
the Captivity of her Lord, her ſelf, and the In- 
fant yet unborn; and believ'd, if it were ſo 
hard to gain the Liberty of Two, 'twow'd be 
more difficult to get that for Three. Her Griets 
were ſo many Darts in the greatHeart of Cz/ar;, 
and taking his Opportunity, one Sunday, when 
all the Whzes were overtaken in Drink. as there 
were abundance of ſeveral Trades, and S/aves 
for Four Years, that inhabited among the Negro 
Houſes; and Sznday was their Day of Debauch, 
(otherwiſe they were a ſort of Spies upon Ce/ar, ) 
he went, pretending out of goodnels to 'em, to 
Feaſt among em, and ſent all his Viulick, and 
order a great Treat for the whole Gang, Avout | 
> Taree 
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Three hundred Negroes, and about an HundreQ 
and fifty were able to bear Arms, fuch as they 
had, which were ſufficient to do execution with 
Spirits accordingly : For the Eng/:/h had none 
bur ruſty Swords, that no ſtrength cou'd draw 
from a Scabbard ; except the People of parricu- 
| lar Qualiry, who took care to oil *em, and keep 
*em in good order: The Guns alſo, unleis here 
and there one, or thoſe newly. carry'd from 
England, wou'd do no good or harm; for *tis 
the Nature of that Countrey to ruſt and eat up 
Iron, or any Metals but Gold and Silver. And 
they are very expert at the Bow, which-the 
Negroes and Indians are pertect Maſters of. 
Ceſar, having lingl'd out theſe Men from the 
Women and Children, made an Harangue to 
'er, of the Miteries and Ignominies of Slavery ; 
counting up all their Toils and Sufterings, under 
{uch Loads, Burdens and Drudgeries. as were 
fitrer for Beaſts than Men ; Senſeleſs Brutes, 
than Humane Souls. He told em. it was not 
for Days, Months or Years, but for Eternity ; 
there was no end to be of their Misfortunes : 
They ſutter'd not like Men who might find a 
Glory and Fortitude in Opprefſion ; but like 
Dogs thar lov'd the Whip and Bell, and fawn'd 
the more they were bearen : That they had loſt 
the Divine- Quality of Men, and were become 
infenfible Alles, fit only to bear: nay, worſe; 
an Aſs, or Dos, or Horſe, having done his Du- 
ry, cou'd le down 11 rtetrear, and rife to work 
again, and while he did Ivs Duty, indur'd no 
Stripes ; but Men, Villainous, Senſcleſs Men, 
ſuch as they, Tou'd on all the redious Week rjll 
Black Friday ; and then, whether they work'd 
Or 
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or not, whether they were taulty or meriting, 
_ they, promiſcuoully, the Innocent with theGuil- 
ty, ſuffer'd the infamous Whip, the ſordid 
Stripes, from their fellow S/aves, till their Blood 
trickt'd from all Parts of their Body ; Blood, 
whoſe every drop ought to be reveng'd with a 
Life of ſome of thoſe Tyrants that impoſe it : 
And why: (faid he ) my dear Friends and Fellow- 
ſufferers, ſhoud we be Slaves to an unknown 
People ! Have they Vanquiſh'd us Nobly in Fight © 
Have they Won us in Honourable Baitle ? And 
ere we, by the chance of War, become their Slaves? 
This wou'd not anger a Noble Heart ; this wou'd 
not animate. a Sonldier's Soul, no, but we are 
Bought and Sold hike Apes, or Monkeys, to be the 
Sport of Women, Fools and Cowards ; and the 
Support of Rogues, Runagades, that have aban- 
don'd their own Countries for ay nk Murders, 
Theft and Villanies : Do you not hear, every. day, 
how they upbraid each other with Infamy of Life, 
below the Wildeſt Salvages® and ſhall we render 
Obedience to ſuch a degenerate Race, who have 
no- one Humane Vertue left, to diftinguiſh *ent 
from the wuleft Creatures ? Will you, 1 ſay, ſuffer 
the: Laſh from ſuch Hands ? They all reply'd, 
with one accord, No, No, No, Czfar has ſpoke 
like a Great Captain ; like a Great King. * 
After this, he wou'd have proceeded, but was 
Interrupted by a tall Negro of ſome more Qua- 
lity than the reſt, his Name was 1»/can; who 
bowing at the -Feet of Cz/ar, cry'd, My Lord, 
we bave liſtend with Foy and Attention to what 
yo have ſaid , and, were we only Men, wou'd 
follow jo great a Leader through the World : But 
oþ ! conſider we are Husbands,. and Parents 100, 
| : and

and have things more dear to us than Life, ous 
Wives and Children, unfit for Travel in thoſe 
unpaſſable Woods, Mountains and Bogs;, we have 
rot only difficult Lands to overcome, but Rivers 
10 wade, and Mountains to encounter ; Ravenous 
Beaſts of Preg——— To this, Czar reply'd, 
1har Honour was the Firſt Principle in Nature, 
that was to be Obey'd: but ay no Han wou'd pre- 
tend to that, without all the Ads of Veritue, Com- 
paſhon, Charity, Love, Fuſtice and Reaſon , be 
found it not inconſiſtent with that, to take an e- 
gul care of their Wives and Children, as they 
wou'd of themſelves ; and that he did not deſign, 
when he led them to Freedom, and Glorious Li- 
berty, that they ſhou'd leave that better part of 
themſelves to periſh by the Hand of the Tyrant's 
Whip: But if there were a Woman among them 
fo degenerate from Love and Vertue, to chuſe 
Slavery before the purſuit of her Husband, and 
with the hazard of her Life, to ſhare with him in 
bis Fortunes that ſuch an one ought to be aban- 
don'd, and left as a Prey to the Common Enemy. 
To which they all Agreed, — and Bowed. 
After this, he ſpoke of the impaſiable Woods 
and Rivers; and convinc'd 'em, the more Dan- 
ger, the more Glory. He told them, that he 
had heard of one [7annbal a great Captain, had 
cut his way through Mowitains of folid Rocks ; 
and ſhou'd a tew Shrubs oppoſe them. which 
they cou'd fire before *em ? No, *twas a trifling 
Excuſe to Men reſolv'd © die, or overcome; 
As for Bogs, they are with a little Labour fill'd 
and harden'd ; and rhe Rivers cou'd be no Ob- 
{tacle, .fince they ſwam by Nature, art leaſt, by 
Cuſtom, from the firſt hour of their birth : La 
WIE? 
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en the Childr welt they muſt car-. 
Ss ry them'by runs, pag the © Wools and their own 
Id Mg fwou' ge” EF Food. To this they

BE They bow'd and kif'd his Feet at this Reſo- 
BE lution, and with one accord Vow'd to follow 

{him to Peath. And that Night was appointed 
exit their March, they made it known to 
their Wives, and dirttted them to tie their Ha- 
Imaca ” about” their Shoulders, and under their 
Arm; like a Scarf ; and to cad their Children 
that cord: go, and carry thoſe that cou'd not. 

'he W Ives, who pay an entire Obedience to 
their Husbands , obey'd, and Nay'd for *'em where 
they were appointed : - The Men ſtay'd but to 
Furniſh themſelves. with what Defenfive Arms 
they cou'd get; and All met at the Rendezvous, 
where Ce/ar made a new encouraging Speech to 
em, and led 'em out. 

But as they cou'd not march far that Night, 


on Monday early, when: the Overſeers went » 
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call*em all together, to go to work, they wee | 
extremely ſurpriz'd, to find not one upon the. 

Place, but all fled with what Baggage they had: | 
You may imagine this News was not only ſud- | 
denly ſpread all over the Plantation, bat ſoon || 
reach'd the neighbouring ones-z and wee had by 
Noon about 600 Men, they call the Militia of | 
the Country, that came to aſſiſt us in the purſuit | 
of the Fugitives : But never. did one ſee fo co- 

_ "ical an Army march forth to War. - The Men 
of any Faſhion wou'd -not concern themſelves, | 
tho? it were almoſt the Common Cauſe ; for ] 
ſuch Revoltings are very ill Examples, and have | 
very faral Conſequences, oiten-times, in many || 
Colonies : But they had a Reſpect for Cf. 
and all hands were againſt the Parhamrtes ( as | 
they call'd thoſe of Parham Plantation) becauſe || 
they did not, in the firſt place, love the Lord- I 
Governour: and, ſecondly, they wou'd have 
It, that Ceſar was ill us'd, and Bafffd with ; 
and *tis not impoſſible but ſome of thg. beſt in 
the Countrey was of his Council in thigfli 
and depriving us of all the Slaves : 1 
they of the better ſort wou'h, not meddle in | 
the matter. The Deputy-Governour, of whom | 
I have had no great occaſion to ſpeak, and | 
who was the moſt Fawning Fair-tongu'd Fellow 
in the World, and one that pretended the moſt 
Friendſhip to Cze/ar, was nqw the only violent 
Man againſt him ; and though he had nothing, 
and fo need tear nothing, yet talk'd and look'd 
bigger than any ?{4n : He was a Fellow, whoſe 
CharaCter is not fit to be mention'd with the 
worſt of the Slaves. This Fellow wou'd lead 
his Aitny Torth to liggt Ce/ar, or rather to pas 
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-.. ſue him : moſt of their Arms were of thoſe ſort 
* © of cruel Whips they call Car-wih Nine-Tarls ; 
* ſome had ruſty uſeteſs. Guns tor ſhew ; others 
old-Basket-hilts, whoſe Blades had never ſeen 
'the Light in this Age ; and others had long 
Staffs and Clubs: Mr. Trefry went along, ra- 
- ther to be a Mediator than a Conqueror, in ſuch 
a Hattle.; for he faxeſaw, and knew, it by tight: 
_ Ins. they put the Negroes into deſpair, they were 
-a-ort of ſullen Fellows, that wou'd drown or | 
Kill themſelves, before they wou'd yield ; and \ 
he advisd, thar fair means was beſt : But Byam 
Was. one that abounded in his own Wit, and 
; wou'd&take his own Meaſures. 
© It was not hard to find theſe Fugitives , for 
as they fled, they were forc'd to fire and cut: 
/ the Woods before *em; ſo that Night or Day 
they purſid *em by the Light they made, and 
by the Path they had clear'd. Bur as ſoon as 
Ceſar found he was purii'd, he put himlelt in a 
poſture of Defence , placing all the Women 
and Ehildren in the Rear; and htnſeli, with 
T1zfean by his 1ide, or next -to him, all pro- 
nifing to . Die or Conquer. Encourag'd thus, 
they -never ſtood to Parley, but fell on Pell 
metl upon the Erg/:/h, and kill'd ſome, and 
- . wounded, a great many ; they having recourſe _ 
to their Whips, as the beſt of their Weapons. 
_ And as they obſerv'd no Order, they perplex'd 
the Enemy ſo ſorely, with laſhing 'em in the - 
Eyes; and the Women and Children ſeeing 
their, Husbands fo treared, being of fearful 
cowardly Diinofitions, and hearing the Eng//h 
cry out, red, and Live ! Yield, and be Pardox”d! 
_ they all run in amongſt their Husbands and Fa- 
| a OD F'2 X thets, 
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84 OR OONOKO: Or, 
thers, and hung about 'em, crying out, 1ze/d, 
Tield, and leave Cxtar to their Revenge, that by 
_ degrees the Slaves abandon'd Cz/ar, and left him - 
only Tz/fcaz, and his Heroick Imomde , who 
grown big as ſhe was, did nevertheleſs preſs 
near her Lord, having a Bow, and a Quiver full 
of poifor'd Arrows, which ihe manaeg'd with fach 
dexterity, that ſhe wounded ſeveral, and ſhot the 
Governor into the Shoulder ; of which Wound 
he had liketo have died, but that an Ind:an Wo- 
man. his Miſtreſs, ſuck'd the Wound, and 
cleansd it from the Venom : But however, he 
_ ftirr'd not from the Place till he had Parly'd 
with Cz/ar, who he found was refolv'd to die 
hzhcing, and woud not be taken; no more, 
wou'd T#/can or Imoinda. . But he, more thirſt- 
irg after Revenge of another ſort, than that of 
depriving him of Life, now made uſe of all his 
Art of Talking and Diflembling, and beſought 
Cze/ar to yield himſelf upon "Terms which he 
himſelt ſhould propoſe, and ſhould be ſacredly 
allented to, and kept by him : He told him. It was 
not that he any longer tear'd him, or cou'd be- 
lieve the force of two Men, and a young He- 
roine, cou'd overthrow all them, and with all the 
Slaves now on their fide alſo; but it was the 
valt Efteem he had for his Perſon, the Defire he 
had to ſerve ſo Gallant a Man, and to hinder 
himſelf from the Reproach hereafter , of ha- 
ving been the occaſion of the Death of a Prince, 
whoſe Valour and Magnanimity delerv'd the 
Empire of the World. He proteſted to him, he 
look'd upon rhis Action as Gallant and Brave, 
however tending to the Prejudice of bis Lord 
and Maſter, who wou'd by it have loſt 1o conft- 
18:able a number of S{avgs ; that this FORE 66 
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is, ſhoi'd be lookd on: as a heat of Youth, 
and a rathneſs' ofa too forward Courage, and 
an unconſiderd Impatience of Liberty, and no

more ; and that He labour'd in vain.to accom-

hind ; and a Petticoat of flowered Gold, very 
rich, and laced ; with all Things elſe ſuitable; 
A Gentleman carried her great Velvet Cuſhion 
beloxe her, on which her Prayer-Book, em-_ 
' - broidered, was laid ; her Train was born up 
by a Page, and the Prince led her, bare ; fol- 
lowed by his Foot-men, Pages, and other Of- 
ficers of his Houſe. : 

When they arrived to the Place of Executi- 
on, the Cuſhion was laid on the Ground, upon 
a Portugal Mat, ſpread there for that purpoſe ; 
and the Princeſs ſtood on' the Cuſhion, with 
her Prayer-Book in her Hand, and a Prieſt by 
her fide; and was accordingly tied up to the.

That Sight moved all the 
Beholders with as much Pity, as that of the 
Princeſs did Diſdain and Pleaſure. 

He was drefled all in Mourning, and very fine 
Linnen ; bare-headed.” with his own Hair, the 
faireſt that could be ſeen, hanging all in Curls 
on his Back and Shoulders, very long. He 
had a Prayer-Book of black Velvet in his Hand, 
and behaved himſelf with much Penitence and 
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* Devotion. 


bs When he came under the Gibbet, he ſeeing 
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his Miſtreſs i in that Condition, ſhewed an ink- 
nite Concern, and his fair Face was. covered 
over with Bluſhes ; and ialling ar her Feer, ,h 
humbly ask'd her Pardon, tor having beets

I renounce ber, I hate ber #s my Mortal Foe, my 
Stop 0 Glory, and the Finiſher of my Days, &er 
haif my Race of Life be run. 

Then throwing her talſe, but ſnowy, charm- 
ing Arms, about the Neck of her Heart-break- 
ing Loa, and Lover, who lay highing, and li- 
{tening by acr Side, he was charmed and be- 
witched into ſaying all Things that appeaſed 
her: And laſtly, told her, Alcidiana ſhould be 
no longer any Obſtacle to ber Repoſe , but that, 
:f ſhe would look up, and caft her Eyes of Sweet- 
neſs and Love upon him, as heretofore , forget 
ber Sorrow, and redeem ber loft Health, be would 
zake what Meaſures ſhe ſhould propoſe, to dij- 
Patch this fatal Stop to her Happineſs, out of

Theſe Woxds fail'd not to make her ch 
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him in.the moſt endearing Manner, that Love 
and Flattery could invent ; and ſhe kiſſed him 
to an Oath, a ſolemn Oath, to perform what 
tad promiſed; and he vowed liberally. And 
ſhe aſſumed in an inſtant, her Good Humour, 
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_ ” and ſufferd a Supper to be prepard, and did 
' eat; which, in many Days before ſhe had not 
done:; fo obſtinate and powerful was ſhe in 
Hembling well, _ - 
"The next thing to be confidered was, which 
way this Deed was to be done; for they doubt- 
ed not, but when 'twas done, all the World

have ſaved him if ſhe had pleaſed ; hut, on 
the contrary, ſhe was a SpeQator, and in full - -. 
- Healthand Vigour, at his Execution : And Fe 
For nr Ora SR To rle 
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ple were not ſo much concerned for her at this 
Report, as they would have been. 

The Prince, who now had, by reaſoning thy 
Matter ſoberly with Mirada, found irabfolute 
ly neceflary to diſpatch A/cidiano , he reſolved 
himſelf, and with his own Hand, to execute it; 
not daring to truſt to any of his moſt Favourite 
Servants, tho' he had many, who, poilibly, 
would have obeyed him ; tor they loved him 
as he deſerved; and {ſo would all the World, 
had he not been fo purely deluded by this fair 
Enchantreſs. He therefore, as I 1aid, refolved 
to keep this great Secret to himſelf ; and ta- 
king a Piſtol, charged. well with two Bullets, 
he watched an Opportunity to ſhoot her as ſhe 
ſhould go out, or into her Houſe, or Coach, 
ſome Evening. 

To this End he waited ſeveral Nights, near 
her Lodgings; but ſtill, either the went not out; 
or when ihe returned. ſhe was ſo guarded with 
Friends, or:her Lover, and Flambeaus, that he 
could not aim at her, without endangering the 
{ Lite of ſome other. * But one Night above the 
. reſt, upon a Sunday, when he knew 1he would

than Shape. The Lady ran into the Play-Houks, © 
 _- and left Alcidians tobe condutted by her Lover 

| Into it: who led her to the Door. and went to 

give ſome Order to the Coach-man ; ſo that the 
Lars was about twenty Yards from Alc:diana; 

' when ſhe ſtood the faireſt Mark in the World, 
on the Threſhold of the Entrance of the Thea- 
ter ; there being many Coaches about the Door, 

ſo that hers could not come 1ſo near. Targuim 
was reſolved:not to loſe 10 fair an Opportunity, 
and advanc'd, but went, behind the Coaches ; 
and when he came over-againit the Door, through 
a: great Booted, Velvet Coach, that ſtood: be- 
tween him and her, he ſhot; and ſhe having 
her Train of her Gown and Petticoat on her 

Arm, in great quantity, he miſſed her Body, 
and ſhot through her Cloaths, between her Arm 

and her Body. She, irightned to find ſomething 

hit her, and to ſee the Smoak, ant hear the Re- 
port of the Piſtol; running in,- cried, I am. ſhot 
1 am dead, 

This Noiſe quickly alarm'd her Lover; and 
all the Coach-men, and Foot-men immediately - 
ran, fome one Way, and ſome another. One 
of 'em ſeeing a Man haſte. away in a Cloak, 

he being a luſty, bold German, ſtopped him; 
and drawing upon him, bad him ſtand, and 
deliver his Piſtol, or he would run him through: 

TJarquin being ſurpriſed at the Boldneſs of 
this Fellow, to demand his Piſtol, as if he-po-. 
fitively knew him to be the Murtherer (-for fo 
he- thought himſelf, fince he belieyed —_ Fi 

dead ) 
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dead) had fo much Preſence of Mind, as to 
conſider. if he fuftered hintſelf to be taken, he 
ſhould poorly' die a publick Death; and there- 
fore reſolved upon one Miſchief more, to ſe- 
cure himſelf from the firſt: And in the Mo- 
ment that the German bad him deliver his 
Piſtol, he cried, Though I have no Piſtol to deli- 
ver, 1 have a Sword 10 thaſtiſe thy Injolence. 
And throwing oft his Cloak, and flinging his 
Piſtol from him, he drew. and wounded. and 
dilarmed the Fellow. ww” 

This Noiſe of Swords brought every Body to 
the place; and immediately the Bruit ran, 1he 
MAurtherer was taken,the Murtherer was taken : 
Though none knew which was he, nor the 
Cauſe of the Quarrel berween the two fighting 
Men, which none yet knew; tor it now was 
darker than before. But at the Noife of the 
Murderer being taken, the Lover of Alcidjana; 
who by this time found his Lady unhurt, al 
but the Trains of her Gown, and Petticoat;' 
came running to the Place, Juſt as 1 arquin had 
dilarmed the German, and was icady to have 
kill'd him ; when laying hold of his Arm, they 
arreſted the Stroak, and redeemed the Foot- 
man.

The Moderation and Calmneſs of Conflantia, 
lerv'd only to render the Prince more aſham'd 
and confus'd. 17ow Generous are you, Madam, 
purſu'd he, and how Unfortunate am I. Some 
Tears accompanied his Words. :and the Princeſs, 
who lov'd him with extream Ardor, was 10 ſen- 
fibly touch'd, that it was a good while before 
ſhe could utter a Word : Conſtantia then broke 
Silence, and ſhewing him what E/vira had causd 
to be written ; 1o# are betray'd, Sir, added ſhe, 
you have been beard ſpeak, and your Secret 1s 
known, It was at this very moment that all the 
Forces of the Prince abandon'd him; and his 
Condition was. really worthy Compaſſion : He 
could not pardon himſelf the unvoluntary Crime 
he' had' committed, in expoſing of the lovely, 

and the innocent Agnes. And tho? he was con- 
vinC'd of the Vertue and Goodneſs of Conſtantza,

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--Don Pedro had SENOAEs chr Months ab- 
ſent; -when Alvaro undertook what the King 
counſell'd him to ; tho* the Moderation was 
known to him, yet "he feared his Preſence, and 
would not attend the Return of a Rival, with 
whom he would ayoid all Diſputes. 
One Night, when the {ad Agres, full of het 
S ordinary Inquietudes, in yain expeSted the God 
S of Sleep, ſhe heard a noiſe, and after ſaw ſome 
' Men unknown enter her Chamber, -whoſe Mea- 
| fires being well conſulted, they carried her out 
* of the Palace, and'putting her in a cloſe Coach,

* Conſtantia, whoſe only Pleaſure you are! re- 
* plied he: What Opinion have you of Don

_- Nothing is more capable of troubling our

Conſtantia, who us'd to open her Heart free- 
ly to Agnes, now believing ſhe had deceiv'd her;

moſt worthy, Services againſt the Hugonots, and by the high 
Favour of Cardinal Mazarine, was repreſented to his Maje- 
ſty, as a Man related ro the Crown, of great Name, but

Pernole's Fortune being hitherto ſomething a-kin to

Monarchs by the Mocher's-fide, and the other from Dukes 
of his fide, they were reduc'd by Fate, to the degree of 
private Gentlemen.

Bur old Beſyuz-d perceiving his Son frequent that Cham-

(reply'd Henriguc) yet give me leave to urge, 
that it looks like a Trial of your Friend, and 
argues you inclinable to Jealoviie : But, pardon 
me, | know 1t to be {ſincerely meant by you ; 
and muſt therefore own, that *ris the Beſt, be- 
cauſe *tis the Nobleſt way of ſecuring both your 
Friend and Miſtreſs. I need make uſe of no Arts 
_ ro ſecure me of either, (reply'd Artonzo ;) bur 
expect ro enjoy 'em both in a little rime. 
tenrigue, Who was a little uneafie with a 
Diſcourſe of this Nature, diverted it, by re- 
flecting on what had paſS'd at Madrid, between 
them two and Don Sebaſt:an and his Friends ; 
which causd Antono to bethink himſelf of the 
Danger to which he expos'd his Friend, by ap- 
pearing daily. tho' in Diſguiſe : For, doubtleſs, 
Don Sehaftian voou'd purſue his Revenge to the 
urmoſt Extremitv. Theſe Thoughts put him up- 
on deſiring his Friend, tor his own ſake, to ha- 
iten the performance of his Attempt , and ac- 
cordingly, each day Don Henrique brought A7-

Bout the beginning of laſt 7Fzme ( as 

near as I can remember ) Be//amorg
